Sterling Morris, Town Manager of Wilmington, predicted Monday night in the 
selectmen’s meeting that the tax rate for Wilmington would increase $8, in 1973, 
and added that his figures were based on money the town had appropriated 
“before the special Town Meeting of June 25th’’. 

That would put the tax rate of Wilmington at about $60 for 1973, with still more 
costs to come from the appropriations of June 25. 

The announcement of the Town Manager was one of a number of highlights of 
the selectmen’s meeting of June 11. 


Among other things the selectmen discussed the role of the Wilmington 
Historical Commission, the studies of the Solid Waste Disposal Committee, a 
change in the purchasing procedures for the Wilmington public schools and the 
troubles of the Wilmington Water Department. Another highlight was the elec- 
tion of Barbara Larson of Middlesex Avenue to the Wilmington Housing Authori- 
ty. Mrs. Larson has been very active for several years in senior citizens affairs. 


‘The school purchasing system 
was revised, at the insistance of 
John Brooks and acting 
Superintendent of Schools Derek 
Little. 

No longer will the school 
purchase order forms have to be 
approved by the Town Manager. 
The effect will be the savings of 
several weeks in time, and some 
paper work, the selectmen were 


told.

To ask for ‘1.5 million 
in Tewksbury 
town meeting 


Voters at the June 25th town meeting in 
Tewksbury will be asked to appropriate more than 
$1.5 million for town projects. They will be asked, 
too, to cut the number of hours of police work from 
40 a week to 37.5.The quorum for the meeting will 


probably be 478. 


Major funds requested will be used for the Water 
Department to keep step with the town’s growth. 
The water commission seeks $980,000 for a fully 
equipped water treatment plant, and $510,000 to 
develop new wells and to lay new mains. 


Most of the treatment facility 
would be funded through a 20 year 
bond issue. The well and main 
work would be funded entirely 
through a 15 year bond issue. 

Funds totalling $19,000 ap- 
propriated for various water 
department purposes from 1968 - 
1972 would be transferred to the 
water treatment plant account 
through another article sponsored 
by the water commission

‘The department was on a four - 
two schedule through most of 1972 
until the selectmen learned of the 
reduced work week, which was put 
into effect without their approval.

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“<The Tompte in the 
Planning Board Office 


Nearly everyone knows what a 
‘Leprechaun is - those little fellows in green 
‘who have been playing around with Paddy 
and his friends since the year One. 

And nearly knows about the 
Gremlins, who used to fly with the pilots of 
the Royal Air Force in World War II, and 

{ cause all sorts of piquant troubles. 

A Troll, perhaps, is not as well known, but 
they live behind waterfalls, and in the deep 
forests of Norway and are sometimes seen 
by passers by. 

Least known of all are the Tompte of Den- 
mark. They must be related to the 
Leprechauns and Gremlins and Trolls, but 
they do not have any Public Relations of- 
fice. 

Viewed from the human viewpoint, 
Tompte are both very charming and a 

© source of dread. They are expected to do 
cute things, like stroking the fur of a cat, by 
the fireside, until the fur sparks. They do 
other things too - innocently, like milking 
the cows all night long, and that makes the 
farmers very angry - but there isn't much 
that the farmer can do about it. 

Most farmers put out a dish of gruel 
every night for Tompte, near the fireplace. 
A dish of gruel might save the farmer and 
his wife from a lot of trouble. And it might 
be remarked that Tompte live for hundreds 
of years - at least no one has ever seen a 
dead Tompte. 

There was the Tompte for instance who 
scrubbed the kitchen floor every night - 
with ashes. The husfru would keep the floor 
clean all day long, and then at night the 
‘Tompte would get it dirty - only he thought 
he was cleaning it. Finally the farmer and 
his wife had had all they could stand. They 
sold their farm and bought another, some 
five miles away, and at ten o'clock in the 

| morning, when the Tompte should be fast 
asleep, they packed all their household 

‘goods into a wagon and off they went. 

‘After they had gone a couple of miles 
there was a little noise in back, and the 
farmer and his wife looked around. There 
was the Tompte, getting out of the dishes. 

“Hey”, he said, “‘I see we are moving!" 

One of the places in Denmark where 
Tompte can be found is the village of 
Vestervig, which is on the west coast, and 
was the place from which Sven Forkbeard 
launched his invasion of England, about a 

, thousand years ago. Not many people can, 
{ ¢ talk about Sven Forkbeard, hatin: as 


Canute the Dane, the man who told the 
waves to stay still. Everybody knows about 
Canute. 

‘There was one farmhouse in Vestervig in 
which no farmer would live if he had two or 
three daughters, for that farmhouse had a 
Tompte who thought all farmer's daughters 
should be the same height. The farmers of 
Vestervig found out about this many years 
ago, when a farmer who lived in that 
farmhouse had three daughters, one aged 
six, one aged eight and one aged ten. 

‘The Tompte moved into that farmhouse, 
and at night he went into the room where 
the girls were sleeping, all in one bed. 

From the head of the bed, at the pillow 
end, everything was regular and even, and 
the Tompte was happy. Then he trudged 
down to the foot of the bed, and there 
everything was irregular. The girls feet 
didn't match up, not by six inches or so! 

So the Tompte took hold of the feet that 
were short and pulled them down, so all 
three pair of feet were even, and lined up in 
a row. 

Then he went back to the head of the bed - 
and lo and behold where there had been 
three heads in a row there was now an un- 
even sequence of heads on the pillows. 

So he grabbed the heads that were short 
and pulled them up, so everything was nice 
and even. Then he went down to look at the 
feet again. 

It is easy to see why a farmer with 
daughters did not want to live on that farm! 

The point of all this is that the 
Wilmington Planning Board must have a 
Tompte hiding away somewhere in one of 
its filing cabinets, and that Tompte wants 
all business lots to go “regular”, with the 
same number of feet in front and in back, 
and all boundaries to be straight lines, and 
the lines to be drawn at right angles, one to 
the other. 

The Tompte wants all business lots to be 
100 feet wide. He wants all the streets at 
right angles and all the boundaries. 

It is a nice idea, but it doesn't work out 
well in Wilmington. 

Last year the Tompte had the Planning 
Board do this to General Business lots. The 
Planning Board didn’t really understand, 
but what happened was that two General 
Business lots in Wilmington were “un- 
zoned"’ by the town vote - one belonging to 
the publisher of the Town Crier, being at 
the old raiiréad station in ‘North 


heaps i iher ot of land which 
unzoned ‘ilmington juare, 
and is sixty feet wide. ss 

This yegr the Planning Board's Tompte 
has the same thing coming up, in the next 
Special Town Meeting, for Neighborhood 
and General Business zoning. 

Everyone knows the Tattersall News 
Agency, at the corner of Grove Ave., and 
Main St. 

If the proposals of the Planning Board 
Tompte are voted in the Town Meeting, 
Hap Hourihan, who owns that store, will be 
“unzoned”’. Cottage Street is not at right 
anglesto Main Street, and there is nothing 
that Hap can do to make it at right angles, 
but he will be ‘‘punished” for this fact. If, 
five or ten years from now, Hap goes down 
to the Building Inspector for a permit to 
add two or three feet to his chimney, or 
something similar, the Building Inspector 
will say ‘Sorry’. Hap will have only Non- 
Conforming rights - and he will have to go 
to the Board of Appeals, to get a right to go 


to the Inspector. 
Of course that’s a lot of nonsense - but 
that’s the way it will be. 

Bessie Cohen, who owns the land where 
Wilmington Grain is located will have the 
same trouble. The railroad runs in back of 
her property in a curved line, It isn’t 
straight, like the Tompte wants it to be. 
Bessie will have to go to the Board Appeals 
for the right to go to the Building Inspector, 
if she wants to make improvements on her 
property. 

And there are many other business places 
in Wilmington that will be affected - 
needlessly so. What the Planning Board 
has kidded itself into thinking is an “‘im- 
provement” in zoning is going to become a 
nuisance, and one that will make the 
properties less valuable - and hence pay 
less taxes. 

Those members of the Planning Board 
had better learn ‘how to put out a dish of 
gruel for Tompte.

Antonelli mulls legal action 
against town auditor 


Chairman Frank A. Antonelli 
has suggested the Tewksbury 
selectmen take Town Auditor 
‘Thomas J. Berube to court over 
Berube’s refusal to pay several 
salaries and bills, and has also 
suggested the board investigate 
Town Clerk John A. Hedstrom's 
office to determine if Hedstrom is 
performing his duties properly. 


Antonelli’s suggestions came at 


tion ihe end of a recent selectmen's 


hearing that ended at 1:30 a.m. 
‘The board took both suggestions 
under advisement, but took no 
other action 


‘The chairman was critical of 
Berube for refusing to pay park 
attendant Ernest Lightfoot a 
salary approved by the park com- 
mission, and refusal to give 
regular dog officer Robert Ryan 
the part-time dog officer's salary 
at the direction of the selectmen. 
Berube also refused to pay for 
police uniforms, Antonelli said 


Antonelli questioned Berube's 
right to refuse payment of the 
salaries or bills. Although Town 
Counsel Charles J. Zaroulis recent- 
ly said Berube has the power, An- 
tonelli said two attornies he con- 
tacted privately disagreed with 
Zaroulis’ opinion. 


Selectman Joseph J. Whelan 
commented that If the select men 
took Berube to court over the 
matter, it would tie the hands of 
Zaroulis. “He would have his own 
opinion staring him in thé face,” 
Whelan explained 


"T think the courts are the only 
way of settling an issue like this," 
sald Selectman Richard A, Adams, 
Sr. 
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Antonelli said court action to 
decide the matter was needed 
because, he said, Berube refused 
to pay a new bill every week, and it 
was causing a great mixup, No 
one, however, motioned to have 
Zaroulis take action against 
Berube. 

In discussing the Lightfoot case, 
Antonelli took a swipe at Town 
Clerk Hedstrom as being partly 
responsible for that and other 
problems in the town, Berube, ac- 
cording to Antonelli, based his 
refusal to approve the raise for 
Lightfoot on Hedstrom's minutes 
of the March town meeting, which 
created the job Lightfoot now 
holds. 


According to Hedstrom’s 
minutes, Antonelli said, the town 
meeting amended an article 
providing for the position to 
specify the exact sum to be paid 
the holder of the job. 

‘Antonelli alleged there was no 
written record of the amendment. 
He alleged Hedstrom told him the 
amendment was made verbally, 
and Antonelli said verbal 
amendments aren't allowed on 
town warrant articles, 

Antonelli said the special town 
meeting would have to have a 
quorum of 478 instead of the zero 
quorum passed in March, This, he 
said, was due to Hedstrom's 
submitting the zero quorum article 
for approval by the attorney 
general's office until May 3, and 
that office is now swamped with 
articles to approve. 

Hedstrom, according to An- 
tonelli, assured the selectmen the 
attorney general's office would ap- 


fice that day and got 
assurances. 

‘The chairman also questioned 
why Hedstron was allegedly still 
selling outdated copies of the 
zoning bylaws and zoning maps un- 
til recently. 

“Tam personally disgusted with 
his activities of late,” Antonelli 
said, adding that he would like to 
see Hedstrom's office in- 


vestigate Hedstrom’s office. 
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
